But if an attack does come, it | 
will emerge from the coldly silent | 
north. The Assyrian came down,

gold.” But when, and if, one| 
comes from Moscow it will be 
swifter and kinder than wolves. | 
Unless a radar screen can pick it! 
up we will not know when it has 
come and gone. 


Diplomatic Victory | 

The United States won a diplo-| 
matic victory from the Russians | 
in this issue. To be sure, it was 
not a large one. But it was one 
of those acorns from which, if 
we are lucky, an oak may grow. 

The Arctic is the breeding place, 
not only of weather, but of acci- 
dental—or deliberate war. Nikita 
Khrushchev protested the Ameri- 
can bomber flights over the area. 
For once the American response 
was not long delayed. Khrushchev 
had based his protest on the dan- 
ger of accidental war. A routine 
bomber training flight might cause 
some radar-watching sentinel to 
accept it as an attack and press 
the button for war. There followed 
a reply, which, according to re- 
ports from the U.N., caught the 
Russians by surprise. 

Very well, said the United 
States, the remedy for that is 
U.N. supervision and inspection of 
Arctic skies. 

Veteran reporters at the U.N. 
felt this really upset the Russians. 
There was no valid opposition. It 
was a sincere proposal. It attract- 
ed the support of smaller nations. 
Among them were Japan from 
Asia and Iraq from the Middle 
_ East. 

Dag Hammarskjold, U.N. secre- 
tary general, publicly welcomed 
the suggestion. This earned for 
him an almost hysterical rebuke 
from the Russians. He was, they 
said, pro-West and he had, they 
shrilled, destroyed his usefulness. 


His Usefulness 

And, he may have. But also, 
maybe not. If the world goes on 
to negotiation and not war, he will 
have demonstrated his usefulness. 
The more thoughful were some- 
what awed by the possible deeper 
meanings of Hammarskjold’s ob- 
viously calculated support. He 
certainly knew what Russian reac- 
tion would be. Some observers 
read into it his fear that if some 
progress could not be made, Rus- 


sia’s impetuousness and known | ~ 


readiness for war might get out 
of hand. 

Some indirect confirmation of 
this seemed to come just a day 
ago when the President said the 
Russians were more dangerous, 
both economically and militarily, 
than a year ago. That they have 
more modern weapons and are 
further advanced in production of 
what the military calls ‘‘a family 
of missiles” is known to our in- 
telligence. 

Hence, if there is a summit 
meeting, and if the tensions ease, 
it may well be that the quick 
thrust-back to the Soviet protest, 
and the subsequent embarrassing 
veto, will be seen as the pivot. 

The NATO nations have agreed 
to a summit discussion. But they 
want at least some idea of what 
will be on the agenda. 

This is so reasonable that the 
Soviets, if: they refuse, will be 
left in an awkward position. 

If we can push home the Arctic 
issue and the request of the small 
NATO nations for an agenda, we 
may force one, Certainly, these 
countries are not war-like aggres- 
sors, and all Asia and the Soviet 
satellites know it. 

It is important, and perhaps 
even significant, that for the séc- 
ond time it is Moscow which must 


answer—and not the West.

The Soviet Union, after conclud- 
ing an intensive series of tests, 
had declared on March 31 that it 
would unilaterally halt its nu- 
clear tests. The Russians main- 
tained their right to resume if 
the United States and Britain did 
not follow their example. 

However, the Soviet Union's 
statement served to _ reinforce 
many appeals in this country and 
abroad for a halt to the tests. 
Porter, who returned from a visit 
to the Pacific atoll yesterday, has 
been among those who have op- 
posed the tests. 

Sharply attacking the Atomic 
Energy Commission for its se- 
crecy, Porter quoted leading sci- 
entists at Eniwetok as saying that 
“they could see no reason why 
the purposes and results of each 
test so far as they were known 
could not be made public after 
each blast.”’

Records showed the will left 
one-third of the estate of the late 
Mrs. Ben F. Lyles Sr. to her 
daughter-in-law, another third to 
the latter’s two children, and the 
remainder to a son, Joseph Ham- 
ilton Lyles, a technical sergeant 
in the U.S. Marine Corps Recruit 
Depot, San Diego, Calif. 

Mrs. Anjette Lyles was named 
sole executrrx of the mother-in- 
law’s estate. The value of the 
estate was not indicated in 
county records. 


Meanwhile, the sister of the 
mother-in-law, an acquaintance of 
the accused woman, said she 
(Mrs. Lyle Jr.) acted just like 
any other mother while sitting at 
her dying daughter's bedside.

Landslide Kills 
Gwinnett Man 
Loading Truck 


A Lilburn resident was killed 
late Wednesday when buried un- 
der a landslide from an embank- 
ment, DeKalb County police said. 

Henry S. Minor, 45, of Rte. 1, 
Lilburn in Gwinnett County, was 
pronounced dead upon arrival at 
Emory University hospital after 
being dug out of the debris, De- 
tective B. S. Ivey and B. F. 
Corley said. 

The tragedy occurred on How- 
well drive, near Stone Mountain, 
where Minor and a nephew, 
Grady R. Minor, of Rte. 4, Law- 
renceville, were loading dirt from 
the embankment into a van-type 
truck officers said. Grady Minor 
was caught in the landslide as 
the embankment caved and 
swept into the truck.

State Purchasing Agent Law- 
ton Shaw said Wednesday Geor- 
gia will keep buying concrete pipe 
for highway work under old con- 
tracts because 19 companies re- 
cently quoted identical prices on 
new bids. 

He said that since new quota- 
tions were in some cases higher 
than the old, he would not at this 
time attempt to decide how to 
award contracts on the new bids. 

The state buys roughly $150,000 
worth of pipe a year. 

Shaw said that in the past he 
had noted the similarity in prices 
submitted by the various com- 


panies.

March, he said he attempted to

Union workers launched a full- 
scale strike against the Lockheed 
Aircraft Corp. Marietta plant at 
midnight Wednesday after they 
overwhelmingly voted down a new 
company proposal. 

E. A. Demcheck, president of 
District 33, International Associa- 
tion of Machinists, said the ap- 
proximately 9,000 members of Dis- 
trict 33 were ordered off the job 
at 11:59 p.m. Wednesday. 


ON SCHEDULE 


Demcheck said the strike be- 
gan on schedule when about 3,000 
“swing shifts’’ workers walked out 
at midnight and the union immed- 
iately set up picket lines. He said 
24-hour picketing would be main- 
tained. 


Company spokesmen at Lock- 
heed, which is Georgia's largest 
single employer, met the walkout 
with a declaration that the plant 
“‘will operate three shifts as nor- 
mal” and informing employes 
that “‘parking lots will be open 
and under guard.” 

A last-ditch attempt to avert the 
walkout failed Wednesday after- 
noon as union members voted to 
reject Lockheed’s latest contract 
proposal. The company said the 
plan would have added more than 
$9,300,000 to payrolls in the At- 
lanta-Marietta area during the 
next two years. 


LARGEST VOTE 

A union spokesman said, “‘Bet- 
ter than 8,000 workers voted 
Vednesday afternoon .. the 
largest vote we've ever had. The 
results showed 93.8 per cent 
against accepting the company 
‘offer and 6.1 per cent for it.” 

An unofficial breakdown of the 
voting listed “‘about 7,800 against 
the new contract and about 600 
for it,’ said Hubert Gammon, a 
past president of District 33, who 
said he has been assigned to 
the union’s “‘communications divi- 
sion” for the duration of the 
strike. 

Demcheck, Gammon and Ralph 
Burnette, a senior chairman in 
the union, said “‘monetary consid- 
erations’ were not among the 
primary reasons for the work-

Washington To Help Build | 
Plants for 6 Allied Nations |

WASHINGTON—The United States and the Eu- 
ropean Atomic Energy community have agreed in prin- | 
ciple on a broad-scale cooperative program to promote | 
the development of atomic power in Western Europe. 


The agreement, which still must 
be formally approved by both 
sides, provides for U. S. techni- 
cal and financial assistance in 
the construction of atomic pow- 
er plants in the six European 
nations banded together in the 
atomic energy group known as 
Euratom. 

When carried out, the agree- 


ment will represent one of the 
biggest steps yet taken by the | 
United States to implement the | 
policy of atoms-for-peace first | 
proclaimed by President Eisen- 
hower in 1953. 


INSPECTION ACCORD 


In reaching the agreement, the 
two sides finally succeeded in 
overcoming the issue of inspec- 
tion, which had obstructed ne- 
gotiations in recent months. 

Previously, Euratom has been 
insistent that it should perform 
the inspection to make sure that 
none of the fissionalable materi- 
als is diverted to military pur- 
poses. The United States, through 
the Atomic Energy Commission 
and the State Department, had 
been demanding inspection rights 
of its own as a precondition to 
cooperation. 

In negotiations here during the 
last 10 days, a compromise agree- 
ment was reached. The details 
were not revealed, partly be- 
cause the issue may still be sub- 
ject to diplomatic negotiations. 

The United States was said to 
have retreated from its insist- 
ence on unilateral inspection 
rights. Euratom, in turn, it was 
reported, will establish inspection 
regulations meeting inspection 
standards set by the United 
States. The inspection will be 
carried out by Euratom person- 
nel, informed sources reported 
but Euratom may invite U. S§. 
representatives to participate. 


CHANGE IN POLICY 


The compromise represented a 
significant change in policy for 
the United States, for in all the 
other bilateral agreements for in- 
ternational cooperation on the 
issue, numbering about 40, it was 
insisted on unilateral inspection 
rights.

In the last few days the nation has 
heard from President Eisenhower, former 
President Harry Truman and former Sec- 
retary of State Dean Acheson. 

Oddy enough, all were in general or 
basic agreement. 

Each declared that this nation, already 
largely dependent on trade in a number 
of items, must continue to export goods 
and capital as well as import within the 
provisions of the mutual trade agree- 
ments which are up for extension by the 
Congress. 

Twice Tuesday the President took his 
appeal to the country, first through the 
National Advertising Council and later 
through his own Republican Party. He 
cited the increasing threat to this coun- 
try’s interests through Communist eco- 
nomic penetration and subversion and the 
shortsightedness of those Americans who 
would prevent our competition through 
trade restrictions. 

The President noted that the jobs of 
some 4.500.000 Americans are depend- 
ent on manufacturing goods sold abroad. 

Dean Acheson also called attention to 
this and said: that less than 200,000 jobs 
are affected by the present trade laws. 
Will we destroy 4,500,000 to save 200,- 
000 or will we produce a federal-state 
plan to enable a shift in such employ- 
ment? 

It was pointed out by Acheson that it 
was the export of capital, largely British, 
which enabled the young United States to 
grow so rapidly in the industrial revolu- 
tion. And this, of course, is true. Great 
amounts of British money were invested 
in the new Republic. 

Mr. Acheson criticized the Eisen- 
hower administration for its lack of plan- 
ning and forthrightness in this field. But 
for once, at least, persons of such diverse 
opinions as Eisenhower, Truman and 
Acheson were in full agreement on for- 
eign trade and the fact that the United 
States for a long time has been becoming 
more and more dependent on exports and 
imports. 

There is no ecohomist of note who does 
not see a worsening of the recession and 
an end to the American boom if we do not 
expand our production and sell it abroad. 

After all, what’s wrong with selling 
American goods? 

If we don’t take the markets, others 
will. 

If others take the markets then. we 
won't need our over-built production ca- 
pacity.

Water Treatment Plant 
Heralds Further Growth 


Dedication of the new Chattahoochee 
Water Treatment plant yesterday signals 
beginning of construction of a five-mil- 
lion-dollar project of great significance to 
Atlanta’s future. 

The plant when completed will pro- 
vide additional water service and pressure 
to the Northwest and Southwest sections 
of Atlanta and Fulton County. It will 
mean a more economical operation and 
opens the way to further expansions in 
those areas. 

The new plant will supply 20 million 
gallons of water per day and is the second 
time the Chattahoochee has been tapped 
to supply the city water. The first plant 
went into use in 1893. 

The first of the major projects under 
the general obligation bond program, this 
water treatment plant is one of many civic 
improvements scheduled to begin this 
year within the city. Mayor Hartsfield is 
right in saying the timing is excellent— 
during a period of economic uncertainty 
and before a new period of inflation oc- 
curs to increase costs. 

Congratulations are in order for the 
city government and for all Atlanta in 
undertaking this important step toward 
the future.

It is a good thing that Tuesday's civil 
defense alert in Atlanta was not the real 
thing.

Due to a breakdown of communica- 
tions facilities, the city did not receive 
the alert warning for more than an hour 
after it was issued. Under present civil 
defense planning, an hour might have 
been the difference in saving: about a 
quarter of a million lives. ..

By all means the corps of trained peo- 
ple engaged in constant planning to meet 
changing needs under the survival pro- 
gram should be retained.

Also before Congress is a proposal by 
President Eisenhower to merge the Fed- 
eral Civil Defense Administration and the 
Office of Defense Mobilization into a new 
agency to be called the Office of Defense 
and Civilian Mobilization. This would be a 
good move and would end’the present di- 
vided autfority within our security struc- 
ture. It would establish more definite 
lines of responsibility and assure a greater 
interest in the total problem.

The March-April Fulton County Grand 
Jury concurred with several of its pred- 
ecessors in urging three needed changes 
in court procedures.

Special emphasis was placed upon the 
latter request. The outgoing grand jury 
saw time run out on its own term before 
completion of the probe into depart- 
ments of state government. 


A law whereby members of investi- 
gative committees with unfinished busi- 
ness could serve with the next grand 
jury would accomplish much toward as- 
suring continuity of work and avoiding 
unnecessary backtracking.

Cabell’s *J urgen’ Started 
Era of Nonsense Revolt 


Any person 50 years old or better will 
feel a sudden stabbing twinge brought on 
by remembering happier days on read- 
ing the news that James Branch Cabell 
is dead in Richmond at 79. 

He and his novel 
allegories, “Jurgen,” 
part of the twenties. “Jurgen” was the 
first of the novels of protest and rebel- 
lion. To be sure, it was so smothered in 
symbolism that not too many understood. 
But the book was the darling of the rebels 
of the 1920s. The New York Vice Society 
erred in trying to ban it. 

Thousands read “Jurgen” without ever 
knowing what it was all about. But it 
was beautifully and intricately written 
and concealed as much as it revealed. And, 
if shallow, it still was “new.” It broke 
down all the old remnants of Victorian 
prudery. 


“Jurgen” was in a sense the first knock 


of symbolism and 
were an integral 


‘on the literary door, notifying the world 


that the angry young men and women of 
“the era of wonderful nonsense” were on 
their way. Hemingway, Dos Passos, Zona 
Gale, Willa Cather, F. Scott Fitzgerald, 
John Held, cartoonist, Edna 3t. Vincent 
Millay, the poet—these were but a few 
of a period which, if it had its share of 
nonsense, nonetheless was as stimulating 
as strong drink and perhaps more produc- 
tive of new beginnings and good writing 
than any other single one since the early 
flowering in New England. 


“Jurgen” was first to crash the sound 
barrier. It was a poor thing, really. But 


the book had its: day. And the news. 


that Cabell is dead makes us remember it 
and all it ushered in.

Recent revelations of the misuse of convict labor in Georgia are 
by no means the first evidence that this practice has been going on. 
For years it has been known that convicts have been used for pur- 
poses which are contrary to law. Convict labor, as most of us know, 
is supposed to be used only on public projects. 


It was never intended that such 
labor would be used in the con- 
struction of golf courses, parking 
lots, grounds for veterans’ organi- 
zations, privately owned subdivi- 
sions or any other projects that 
are for the benefit of private in- 
dividuals or organizations. The 
law is specific about the situation. 

In spite of legal prohibitions, 
there have been numerous cases 
where convict labor has been 
used for purposes that are not 
remotely connected with public 
needs. 

In many instances convict la- 
bor has been used on private proj- 
ects whiie the public roads have 
been permitted to get in terrible 
disrepair. 

This .situation has been going 
on for many years. It. is not new, 
aithough recent disclosures have 


served to call attention to the 
violations. | 
There has n a_ surprising

labor. Many have been aware of 
what has been going on, but few 
have taken the trouble to protest 
about it.

While using convict labor on pri- 
vate prujects may not come un- 
‘der the heading of peonage, it 
certainly is not a practice that 
should be permitted. 

Gov. Griffin and others in his 
acministration have launched in- 
vestigations of the charges of the 
misuse of convict labor and it is

Communist Python 


Tightens Its Grip 


WASHINGTON—The North Atlantic Council 

is meeting this week in Copenhagen on the 13th 
. anniversary of the ending of the second World 

War in Europe. The purpose of the meeting is to review the develop- 


ments of the cold war and to plan for the future, and if Dulles and 
his associates are dead honest with themselves, they will have to 


concede the balance sheet of this 
them. 


Since 1945, as Robert Strausz- 
Hupe of the University of Penn- 
sylvania points out in a remark- 
able study of Communist postwar 
strategy (‘Orbis — A Quarterly 
Journal of World Affairs), the 
Communists have succeeded in. 
their efforts to confine the cold 
war to the ‘‘war zone”’ of the non- 
Communist world, while keeping 
the “peace zone” of the Com- 
munist bloc virtually closed to 
successful Western penetration. 

The West has kept the great 
industrial prizes of Western Eu- 
rope and Japan out of Commu- 
nist hands, but the Communists 
have made startling gains in 
areas previously closed to them, 
particularly’ in China, Czechoslo- 
vakia, Indochina and the Middle 

t. 

This Communist influence is 
now spreading with alarming 
rapidity in Indonesia, where Pres- 
ident Sukarno is openly proclaim- 
ing. Moscow’s Socialist revolution 
as the wave of the future. 


As usual, the NATO ministers 
in Copenhagen are preoccupied 
with a variety of specific issues— 
the diplomatic talks looking 
toward a summit meeting, Al- 
‘geria, the level of forces and the 
United States’ economic reces- 


‘sion — but behind these are two 


fundamental problems the West- 
ern allies have never been able 
to solve in the 13 years since the 
war. 

1. The first of these is that the 
West is constantly faced with this 
Any attempt by 
the United States and its allies to 
detach a country from the Soviet 


convulsive era is running against 


empire is regarded by Moscow 
as a cause of war, whereas the 
opposite is not true in the West. 


In the world, as in Russia it- 


self in 1917, the Communists did . 


not create the revolutionary sit- 
uation, but, as Dr. Strausz-Hupe 
observes, have merely become 
“the scavengers” of other men’s 
revolutions and have developed 
techniques that magnify the dan- 
gers of their enemies and mini- 
mize the danger of open war for 
themselves. 


2. The second basic problem 
facing the NATO ministers in 
Copenhagen is the concentrated 
unity of action in the Communist 
empire backed by a crusading 
ideology, and the disunity of a 
democratic coalition of Western 
states whose nationalism seems 
stronger than their ideological 
conviction. 

The big problem before the 
NATO council members is to 
find an effective political substi- 
tute for war and to persuade free 
men to mobilize voluntarily for 
modern political warfare. 

But 13 years after the war it is 
fairly clear that the Western pow- 
ers are not doing what they set 
out to do: they are not contain- 
ing the expansion of Communist 
power and influence despite 
vast expenditures and _ exer- 
tions. Indonesia is only the lat- 
est evidence of this unhappy fact. 
And if Indonesia, with its 86 mil- 
lion people, goes Communist, an- 
other disaster, almost compara- 
ble to the China disaster, will 
have to be recorded in the 13- 
year balance sheet.

Why Not Permit Senators 


To Succeed Themselves? 


A step toward strengthening the legislative branch of our state 
government would be the election of state senators by all the con- 
stituents they are supposed to serve. That means all the people in each 
senatorial district. Much has been written about the present Senato- 
rial Investigating Committee for which the governor has refused funds. 


The tragedy is that none of 
them from two-unit counties will 
be around in January to report 
officially on those things they 
have been able to learn. They 
cannot succeed themselves under 
the existing plan of rotating sena- 
tors by counties. 


When a county sends a repre- 
sentative to the General Assem- 
bly, he is there to represent the 
people who elected him. If he 
pleases them they can return him 
to the General Assembly year 
after year. On the other hand, 
when a two-unit county sends a 
senator for one term, he cannot 
be returned to the Senate for 
four or more years. 


Knowing that he cannot offer 
for reelection, the voters have no 
way to express appreciation to 
him for his efforts unless it is to 
send him to the House of Repre- 
sentatives at the expense of a 
legislator who may be doing an 
equally good job. 

_ It has been our observation that 
tuder the present system the 
state senator is virtually unknown 
outside the county that elected 
him. His only choice on local leg- 
islation is to concur with what 

his district 


legislation, much of which requires

more than one two-year term to 
get enacted into law. 

Because every county has at 
least one representative, local 
legislation has become largely the 
duty of the legislator. On the 
other hand, the much smaller 
number in the Senate enables 
that group to ‘delve more deeply 
into affairs of wider state inter- 
est. And as demonstrated in the 
last session of the General As- 
sembly, the Senate can occasion- 
ally serve as an effective brake 
on undesirable legislation. If the 
Senate were continuous it could 
serve as a brake at every ses- 
sion of the General Assembly if 
needed, not just during an elec- 
tion year when the governor and 
lieutenant governor are at odds. 

To avoid any complaint that 
large city counties would dom- 
irate the small rural counties, 
the 10 largest counties in the 
state could be allowed a senator 
each and other senatorial dis- 
tricts could be established on the 
basis of one senator for each six 
county unit votes. This would re-

slight, efficient Atlanta woman who for the past two 
years has guided activities of the Georgia Federation 
of Women’s Clubs with a keen business sense and 
ceaseless energy, declared Wednesday that her life has 
been enriched through serving the organization. 


In making her report to dele- 
gates gathered here for the an- 
nual state convention, Mrs. 
Taylor thanked the federation 
for ‘the opportunity of serv- 
ing as president.” 

The president’s report re- 
flected the optimistic outlook of 
the convention as she recount'- 
ed the two years of her admin- 
istration. 


TALLULAH REPORT 

She pointed out that the fed- 
eration-owned Tallulah Falls 
School has captured additional 
imagination and interest in 
that $53,469.83 has been con- 
tributed toward the institution's 
operating expenses. 

“Tallulah Falls School serves 
a definite need in Georgia,” 
Mrs. Taylor declared. ‘‘Each 
vear about 100 boarding stu- 
dents are given the protection 
of a home and the opportunity 
to work and go to school.” 

In order to strengthen. the 
working relationship between 
the federation and the board of 
trustees for Tallulah Falls, the 
district presidents suggeste: 
that districts recommend mem- 
bers eligible to serve on the 
board. Those recommended 
will be voted on during the con- 
vention. 


JEKYLL ISLAND 


In reviewing accomplish- 
ments of the federation, the 
outgoing president pointed out 
that a great deal of work has 
gone into the planning for an 
educational 


and cultural pro- 
gram on state-owned Jekyll Is- 
land. 
“The University of Georgia 


staff working on the project 
feels that in order to achieve 
financial success, the launch- 
ing of the program should be 
Gelayed until facilities are 
available for more permanent 
guests on the island,”’ she de- 
c'ored. 

She reviewed the organiza- 
ticn’s campaign for detention 
facilities for juveniles and in 
support of mental health leg- 
islation. 

Mrs. Taylor also pointed out 
that last October the federation 
decided to explore the possibili- 
ty of making an application to a 
foundation for a grant of funds 
to create and organize public 
opinion for a corrective penal 
girls, and then to find compre- 
tion rather than punishment in 
Georgia. 


SEEK $30,000 GRANT 


“After many conferences,” 
Mrs. Taylor reported, “‘it 
seemed advisable to make im- 
mediate application to the Ford 
Foundation for a grant of $30,000 
to engage in an experiment in 
citizenship.” 

The purpose of the experi- 
ment, she explained, is to de- 
velop a feeling of responsibility 
by a large number of Georgia 
citizens for the acute problems

of dependent and neglected chil- 
dren, and delinquent boys and 
system to emphasize rehabilita- 
hensive solutions to these prob- 
lems. 

“To accomplish this,”’ Mrs.

Except for some incidental Lewis Carroll lines on the subject, 
I know of no poetry about carpenters—but I promise you that if I 
ever get my iambics in a row the subject of my sonnet or ode will 
be The Man With the Hammer and the Saw. 


Much of the work which has to be done in this world is either 
uninteresting or uncomprehensive to me. And perhaps even to the 
people who do it. Anything to do with figures makes me itch and 
yawn as in the grip of some vicious allergy. I can watch a plumber 
plumb without any appreciable lifting of heart and spirit. I can 
watch a mopper mop without yearning to emulate her. 


But to see a carpenter carpentering . . . ah, that’s work, real 
work, useful, creative, satisfying! 

Mr. Burley Nelson and Mr. Jess Crawford came to do some 
work on our cabin at Holly Creek and for the time they were there 
we had to suspend all other activity and watch them. The lessons 
my son had set himself to study, the walks we were going to take, 
the books we were to read, even the precious hammock time, were 
all set aside in favor of trailing after Mr. Nelson and Mr. Craw- 
ford and watching them work. 


They weren't particularly sociable carpenters in that they 
didn’t stop to chat. They brought their own lunch, ate it quickly, 
washed it down with a thermos of coffee and then some spring 
water and returned to the job. But they weren’t self-engrossed 
and unfriendly as some city workmen I’ve seen. Mr. Nelson, a 
grandfather, discussed fishing with my son, lent him some tools 
and showed him how to “gap’”’ a board and nail it along the holey 
places in the porch where I always expect to see a snake rearing 
an inquisitive head. 


” 


They answered our questions and sought our approval on the 
various repairs and changes they were making. But mostly they 
worked . . . and whistled. 

The noises a carpenter makes are among the pleasantest work- 
ing noises one can hear. The cheerful whistled tune, the bite of the 
saw into a board, the way a plane talks to a piece of lumber as it 
slices off pale gold slivers of wood and curls them into shavings. 
And then, of course, the ring of the hammer. Hammers always 
sound like something a-building, which is the song of optimism 
and expectancy itself. 

A seasoned, experienced carpenter who knows his job and 
respects it approaches it with a certain jauntiness and grace, a 
large confidence, that’s impressive to me. I saw Mr. Crawford saw 
out a hole in the wall for a door and I shuddered and tried to 
tear myself away from the sorry mess I felt sure he had wrought. 
That door would never fit that great gaping hole, I knew. 


Mr. Crawford whistled and worked and within a matter of min- 
utes there the door swung—snug, secure, exactly matched and 
fitted to its new place in the world. 


Carpenters work with an economy of movement. They measure 
a board, make a mark with a pencil, smartly return rule and 
pencil to the little pocket in the leg of their overalls, lay the board 
across a wooden horse and apply the saw. There’s a precision in 
it, a sureness, which fills me with admiration. 

A wall without a window isn’t a pleasant wall-but the Idea 
of cutting a window in a wall to let in the sun and the woods 
and that little hill out there seems an impossible task to me. 
But to a carpenter it’s an easy and reasonable chore, even a 
happy chore, as the whole business of building is happy.

It's beginning to look a lot 
like summer, everywhere you 
go, and for one particular rea- 
son. Just look at the vegetable 
bins and you'll see why. 


Field peas, corn, Georgia- 
grown English peas, _ lima 
beans, Georgia sweet potatoes, 


okra and beets are arriving .in 
the markets in greater quan- 
titv every day. 

Among the most plentiful 
vegetables are peppers, cucum- 
bers, radishes and squash. 
These also are among the low- 
est in price. On the contrary 
beans, pole and snap, are some- 
what lower in supply and 
rather high in price. 
LETTUCE HIGHER, BETTER 

Head lettuce is higher too, 
both in price and quality, while 
escarole, endive, romaine and 
leaf lettuce are plentiful and 
low in price. 

The potato situation is look- 
ing up since Idahos are a bet- 
ter value this week. Prices 
should decline even more with- 
in the next week or so as sup- 
plies of new potatoes increase. 
Onions, both dry and green, are 
cheaper in price and improv- 
ing in quality. Greens are as 
low in price as you might ex- 
pect for any time or place, and 
there are plenty of them, too. 

As the Alabama strawberries 
are becoming more and more 
plentiful the winter fruits, such 
as oranges and grapefruit, have 
about had their day. The ones 
appearing in the markets are 
no longer from Florida, but 
from Arizona and California, 
and are of unusually good qual- 
ity. The prices are about the 
same as for the Florida fruit. 

Lemons are in great supply

now and should be in great de- 


mand also. Both bananas and 
apoles have advanced in price 
this week. Mexican cantaloupes 
and avocados offer menu va- 
riety. 

Mrs. Betty Alexander, exter- 
sion consumer information spe- 
cialist, reports that broiler-fry- 
ers have advanced slightly in 
price this week, but that they 
still represent a good buy for 
the food dollar. Supplies of 
baking hens are small but are 
sufficient to meet the demand. 

Eggs are in plentiful supply, 
with large grade A eggs as the 
best buy on the price-per-pound 
basis. 

Ham cuts, shank, butt, and 
center slices, are in generous 
supply and the price is right for 
the food shopper. Spare ribs, 
sausage, slab bacon, liver and 
smoked pork chops are values 
to be found in pork this week. 
GROUND BEEF 

Ground beef continues as a 
value in that line, but for va- 
riety in menu try liver and 
tongue which are economical 
and nutritious. Luncheon meats 
are available at reasonable 
priees for those cold plate lunch- 


eons and outdoor meals that are 
so popular at this time of the 
year.

At 45, Take Care 
Of Gall Bladder 


The liver manufacturers bile 
day and night and the secretion 
is stored in the gall bladder. Here 
it is concentrated and when it is 
needed for digestion after eating, 


the gall bladder squirts the prop- 
er amount into the intestine. We 
are unaware of the presence of 
this natural storage bin unless in- 
fection or gallstones lead to symp- 
toms. 

When inflammation occurs or ~ 
the organ fails to function prop- 
orly, the individual feels mis- 
erable. Thirty per cent of all 
people over age 45 have gall 
bladder trouble. Many have 
stones or the structure is battle 
scarred from repeated attacks 
of infection, 
| These changes do not take 
'place overnight but occur grad- 
ually. Early signs may not be 
recognizable as gall bladder trou- 
ble and are not taken seriously. 
| Some are passed off as mild indi- 
| Sestion or nerves; others are 
_blamed on dietary indiscretions, 
such as overindulgence the night 
before. 

The usual manifestations are 
belching, heartburn, bloating, and 
Fr sense of distension, ' especially 


—— after eating fatty foods. Pain, if 


|present, is located in the upper 
| abdomen, just below the ribs. Its 
| severity depends upon the amount 
of irritation and inflammation. 

Ordinary tests for gall bladder 
disease are not too reliable for 
Cetecting slight infectiuns and 
early changes. The only thing to 
do is to correct or avoid situations 
that briag on distress. Bed rest, 
a diet low in fat, and the anti- 
biotics are needed when inflam- 
mation is marked.

Occasionally, however, it is to 
declarer’s advantage to have his 
own trumps shortened. In such 
cases a shrewd defender, recog- 
nizing this situation, will avoid 
forcing declarer to trump. Ob- 
serve how this principle operated 
in today’s hand. 

South opened with two hearts 
_and North made the negative re- 
sponse. Influenced by favorable 
'vulnerability, East entered the 
| proceedings with a three club 
‘overcall and South made a forcing 
pass. West wasn’t sure what his 
partner was up to, but he decided 
to play safe and raised to four 
clubs. 

North was glad to be relieved 
of any further responsibility and 
passed it around to his partner. 
Unwilling to settle for a small 
penalty, South proceeded to what 
appeared a sure game and West 
doubled. 

A club was opened, continued, 
and ruffed by declarer. In view 
of the double, South was prepared 
to find all the outstanding trumps 
in West’s hand, and hoped to de- 
velop an end play. His first play 
was the king of diamonds, which 
West won and made what he con- 
sidered a safe exit with the king 
‘of clubs. 
| South ruffed and cashed the 
‘two diamonds and the three high 
spades. Now South and West were 
down to nothing but hearts, 
whereupon declarer led the 
queen. West won with the king, 
though it wouldn’t have mattered 
if he ducked, and was compelled 
to give up the remaining tricks 
to declarer. 

At this point it would have been 
a great comfort for West to have 
had the club which he had wasted 
on an earlier round. 

When West took the ace of dia- 
monds his best return was a 
spade or diamond. Now when he 
obtained the lead with the king of 
trumps he would have the king of 
clubs to get out with and could 
wait for his ten of hearts to set

Gilels is a towering genius,

The same editor writes that he had to turn down an offer to | 
trade advertising space in his publication for some printer’s ink | 


from a New York firm. “The prime cause of our declining is the 
fact, perhaps not generally known to ink venrors, that we make our 
own ink. And just as long as W. W. Thompson will furnish us with 
the tar, and Oliver Hayes the axle-grease, we will not be open to 
any such tempting offers.’ 
These editors were quoted in the Weekly Constitution of 
Tuesday, July 3, 1888. Their names were not given. Any help 
from you readers?
